ary manifestations of interest. 


THE PRKSTDENT'S 
MESSAGE. 
To tbe Senate and Uouse cf Kepresentat ves: 


The message to the senate and house 
of representatives, the reports of head 
several executive departments recjuired 
by law to be submitted to me,which are 
herewith transmitted, and the reports 
of secretary-treasurer and attorney gen 
eral made directly to congress, furnish 
a 
comprehensive 
view 
of 
the 
ad 
ministrative 
work 
of 
the 
last 
fiscal 
year, 
relating 
to 
internal 
aflfairs. 
It would be of great advantage 
if these reports could have an attentiv 
perusal by every member of congress 
and by all who take an interest in pub 
lie affairs. 
Such 
a perusal could not 
fail to excite higher appreciation of the 
vast labor and 
the conservative effort 
which are given to the 
conduct of our 
civil administration. 


The reports will, I believe, show that 
every question 
has been approached 
considered, 
and 
decided 
from 
the 
standpoint of 
public duty and 
upon 
considerations affecting public 
interest 
alone. 


"The work of the state department 
during the last year has been charac 
terized 
by 
an 
unusual 
number 
of 
important 
negotiations 
and 
by 
diplomatic 
results 
of 
a nota 
ble 
and 
highly 
beneficial 
character 
Among these are riciprocal 
trade 
rangements which have been concluded 
in exercise of powers conferred by sec- 
tion 3 of the tariff law with the republic 
of Brazil, with Spain for its West India 
possessions 
and 
with San 
Domingo. 
Like negotiations with other countries 
have been 
much 
advanced, 
and it is 
hoped that before the close of the year 
further definite trade arrangements of 
great value will be concluded. 


The president 
reviews the 
Behring 
sea negotiations with Great Britain and 
said: "I am glad now to be able to an- 
nounce that 
terms 
sali.¥factory to this 
government have been agreed upon and 
that an agreement as to the arbitrators 
is all that is necessary to the completion 
of the convention. 
In view of the ad- 
vanced position which this goverimient 
has 
taken 
upon the subject of inter- 
national arbitration, this 
renewed 
ex- 
pression 
of 
our 
adherence 
to 
this 
method for the settlement of disputes, 
such as have arisen in the Behring sea, 
will, I doubt not, meet 
with 
the con- 
currence of congress. 
It is gratifying 
to 
be 
able 
to 
state 
that 
Germany 
Denmark, Italy, Austria 
and 
France, 
in the order named, have opened 
their 
ports to inspected American pork 
pro- 
ducts. 
The 
removal of these restric- 
tions in 
every 
instance was asked for 
and given solely upon the ground 
that 
we had now provided a meat inspection 
that should be accepted as adequate to 
the complete removal of 
the dangers, 
real 
or fancied, which had been pre- 
viously urged. 


"The recent political disturbances in 
the republic of Brazil have excited 
re- 
gret and solicitude. 
The information 
we possessed was too meagre to 
enable 
us to form a satisfactory 
assumption of 
supreme power by President Fonzeca, 
but this government did not fail to ex- 
press to him its anxious solrcitud« for 
the peace of 
Brazil and for the main- 
tenance of 
the free political 
institu- 
tions which 
had 
recently been estab- 
lished there, nor to offer our advice that 
great moderation should bo observed in 
the clash of parties and the contest for 
leadership. 


"These counsels were received in the 
most friendly spirit, and the latest 
in- 
formation is that constitutional govern- 
ment has been re.-estaV)lishe<l 
without 
bloodshed. 


"The 
lynching 
at 
New Orleans in 
March last 
of 
eleven 
men 
of Italian 
nativity, by 
a mob of citizens, was a 
most deplorable and discreditable 
inci- 
dent. 
It did 
not, 
however, 
have its 
origin in any general 
animosity to the 
Italian people, nor in any disrespect to 
the government of Italy, 
with 
wliich 
our relation.^ were of the most friendly 
character. 
The 
fury of the mob was 
directed against these men as the su})- 
posed participants or accessories of the 
murder of a city officer. 
I do not 
al- 
lude to this to mitigate in 
any 
degree 
this offensf against law and 
humanity, 


but only as uffccting llio 
international 
que.-itions which grew out of il. 
It wa 
once 
represented 
by 
the 
Italian 
minister 
that 
several 
of 
tho 
whoso lives had been taken by tho mob. 
were Italian subjects and a doniand wa 
m a d e for tho p u n i s h m e n t of tho 
parti- 
cipants and for an indemnity 
for 
til 
faiuilios of those who woi'o killed. 
It is 
to bo rogrettod t h a t tho 
m a n n e r 
in 
which 
theso 
claims 
wore 
jn-osontod 
were not sucli as to ]iromoto a calm con- 
sidoration of 
tho questions 
involvod, 
but this may well be nttribnted 
to tho 
e x c i t e m e n t 
and 
indignation 
which 
t h e crime naturally evoked. 
Tho viow.s 
of this government as to its obligations 
to foreigners domiciled hero were fully 
stated in t h e correspondence, as well as 
its purpose to m a k e an investigation of 
t h e 
affair with a view to d e t e r m i n e 
w h e t h e r there were present any circum- 
stances t h a t could, u n d e r such rules of 
d u t y as we had indicated, create an ob- 
ligation upon the U n i t e d States. 
T h e 
t e m p o r a r y absence of a minister 
pleni- 
potentiary at this capital has 
retarded 
t h e 
f u r t h e r 
correspondence, 
but it is 
not doubted that a friendly 
conclusion 
is attainable. 
Some suggestions 
grow- 
ing out of this unhapi)y 
incident 
are 
worthy of t h e attention of congress. 
It 
would, J believe, be entirely competent 
for congress to m a k e offenses 
against 
the 
treaty 
rights 
of foreigners domi- 
ciled in t h e U n i t e d States 
cognizable 
in the federal courts. 
Tliis 
has 
not, 
however, been done, 
and 
t h e 
federal 
officers a n d court 
have 
no 
power 
in 
such cases to intervene, cither for tho 
protection of a foreign citizen or for the 
p u n i s h m e n t of his slayers. 
It soems to 
m e to follow, in this state of law, 
that 
t h e officers of the state 
chai-ged 
with 
t h e police a n d judicial power in 
such 
cases 
m u s t 
in 
the 
consideration 
of international questions growing 
out 
of such incidents be regarded in sucli a 
sense by t h e federal agents as to 
m a k e 
this g o v e r n m e n t answerable 
for 
their 
acts in cases where it would be answer- 
able if the U n i t e d States had used 
its 
constitutional 
power 
to 
tlofond 
and 
punish crimes against treaty j-ights. 


Speaking of t h e civil war 
in 
Chili, 
t h e president says: 
"During t h e pend- 
ency of this civil contest frequent indi- 
rect appeals were m a d e to this govern- 
m e n t to e x t e n d 
belligerent 
rights to 
t h e insurger^ts and to give t h e m 
audi- 
ence 
to 
their 
representatives. 
Thi 
was declined and that policy was pur- 
sued throughout, 
which 
this 
govi'rn- 
ment, when wrenched by civil war, .«o 
strenuously insisted upon on the 
part 
o6 Europe 
a n d 
all 
other 
nations 
After reviewing tho Itata incident 
he 
aid: 
"During t h e progress of the war 
in Chili, this government 
t e n d e r e d 
its 
ood offices to bring about a peaceful 
iuljustment, a n d 
it 
was 
at one time 
lioped that 
a good 
result m i g h t 
be 
reached, 
b u t 
in 
this 
we were disap- 
pointed. 
The instructions to our naval 
officers a n d to our minister at Santiago, 
" om t h e first to t h e last of 
this 
strug- 
le, enjoined upon t h e m the most im- 
partial t r e a t m e n t and absolute 
nonin- 
terference. 
I am satisfied that those 
instructions were 
observed 
and 
that 
our representatives were always 
watch- 
ful to use their influence impartially in 
the interest of humanity, and on 
more 
t h a n one occasion did so effectively." 


Speaking of t h e attack 
on the 
men 
of t h e Baltimore, h e said: 
"So far as 1 
have yet been able to learn, 
no 
other 
explanation of this 
bloody 
work 
has 
been 
suggested 
than 
that it had its 
:-igin in hostility to these m e n as .sail- 
ors of t h e U n i t e d States, wearing 
tho 
uniform of their government, and 
not 
in any individual act or personal 
ani- 
mosity. 
T h e attention of t h e 
Chilian 
g o v e r n m e n t was at once called to 
this 
affair, a n d a statement of the facts 
ol)- 
tained by t h e 
investigation 
wo 
had 
conducted was submitted, acoomjjaniofl 
by a request to be advised of any 
otlior 
qualifying facts in tho possession 
of 
•J Chilian 
government 
that 
might 
tend to relieve this affair of the ai)pear- 
ance of an insult 
to this 
govei-nmont. 
he Chilian government 
was also 
ad- 
ised that if such qualifying 
facts 
did 
not exist this gc.vornmont 
would 
con- 
fidently 
expect full anfi })ronii)t repara- 
tion. 
T h e entire cori'osiiondenco 
with 
iovornmcnt 
of 
Cliili 
will at an 
arly day be submitted to congress."

H e then recommondod

would bo so onhanoed as to disastrously 
effect

happiness, 
while on tho other it ivas argued 
tliat 
tho loss to t h e revenue largely 
t h e re- 
sult of placing sugar on tho freo list 
would bo a direct gain 
to the 
people; 
t h a t t h e ])rieos of the neeessarios of life 
including tliose most higlily 
protected 
would 
not 
be 
onliaiic(>d; that 
labor 
would 
have a Irrger m a r k e t and the 
products of t h e farm advanced 
prices 
while the treasury surplus a n d 
receipts 
would bo adequate to meet t h e appro

It is not my purjioso to 
enter 
at any 
length into a discussion of 
tlie effects 
of

legislation 
to wliich 
I have 


referred, b u t a brief examination of the 
statistics of the treasury and a general 
glance at tho state of business through 
out 
tho country 
will, I 
think, satisfy 
any impartial in<|uirer that its 
result 
have disap])ointed tlie evil prophecies of 
its opponents and 
in a large 
moasin'o 
realized the hopeful predictions of 
its 
friends. 
Karely, if ever before in tho 
history of tho country, has there been a 
t i m e when the proceeds of one 
day's 
labor, or tho 
product 
of 
one 
farmed 
acre would ymrehaso so large an amount 
of these things that enter into t h e mas- 
ses of the people. 
I believe t h a t a full 
test will develop t h e fact that the tariff 
act of the 
Fifty-first congress 
is 
very 
favorable in its "average «•fleet upon t h e 
prices of articles entering into common 
use. 
Durina t h e twelve m o n t h s 
from 
Octol»er 1, ]S'.)0 to Se)>tember '10, 1801, 
t h e total 
value 
of 
our 
foreign

merce (imports and exports 
combined) 
was 
Sl,747,S0ti.4nr) 
which 
was 
the 
largest 
of 
any 
ouo 
year 
in 
the 
history 
of

States. 
T h e 
large.st in any 
previous 
year was 
in 
1S9(>. when our commerce a m o u n t e d to 
Sl.G47,13fl,0fl.'>, and the last year exceeds 
this enormous 
aggregate by over one 
h u n d r e d 
millions. 
It 
is 
interesting, 
and to some will be surprising to k n o w 
that during t h e year ending Soj^tembor 
30, 1891, our imports

y wfniid be ill a worse state. 
Agita- 
tion 
for 
radical 
ehangi's 
in 
taritT 
ami

but 
may 
s<'riously 
impede 
business 
to ih<- prosperity of 
wliicli sonie degree of stability in legis- 
lation is essontiiil. 
I think 
tingre ari' 
nchisive evideiiees that tiie iiew tariff 
is created 
several

imlustries 
whioli will, witliiii a feyv yeai's, give om- 
lynient to se^er.il huti<lre<l 
thousand

In view of the somewhat 
overorowdod

have followed this legislation, I think, 
must be very clear to every one.

their paper representatives. 
I am still 
of the ojiinion that t h e fiee coinage of 
silver u n d e r existing conditions would 
disa.strously affect our business

ests at honie a n d abroad. 


"The great work done in t h e record 
and pension division of t h e war depart- 
m e n t by Major A insworth, of the med- 
ical corps, and tho clerks u n d e r him is 
entitled to honorable 
mention. 
Tak- 
ing 
nji 
t h e 
work 
with nearly 41,000 
cases behind, he closed t h e 
last 
fiscal 
year 
without 
a 
single case left over, 
though the new cases h a d increased 52 
per cent, in n u m b e r over the 
previous 
year by reason of 
tho 
pension legisla- 
tion of t h e last congress. 


"In t h e report of t h e postmaster gen- 
eral 
some 
very 
gratifying 
results 
are exhibited a n d many 
improvements 
of 
tho 
service 
suggested. 
T h e 
revenues 
of 
the d e p a r t m e n t show an 
increase of over $5.O00,(W0. 
while 
t h e 
estimate for tho year 1893 shows a 
sur- 
plus of receipts over expenditures. 
I 
concur in his r e c o m m e n d a t i o n that the 
free delivery system be at once extend- 
d to towns of 5,(i(.)0 population. 
His 
discussion of 
the inadeciuate facilities 
e x t e n d e d u n d e r our jiresont system 
to 
rural communities, and his 
suggestions 
with a view to give theso 
communities 
a fuller participation in tlie benefits 
of 
the postal service art^ worthy 
of 
your 
careful 
consideration. 
It is not just 
that 
tho 
farinor, 
who 
receives 
his 
mail 
at 
a neighboring 
town 
hould 
not 
only 
be 
comiielled 
to 
end 
to 
tlie 
postofHce 
for 
it 
)ut to pay a 
considm'ablo 
rent for 
box in which to placi^ 
it, 
or wait 
his 
urn 
at 
a 
general 
delivery 
window, 
while the city 
resident 
has 
his mail 
bVought to his door. 


T h e report of t h e 
secretary 
of the 
navy shows a gratifying increase of new 
naval vessels in t h e service. 


Tlio report of the secretary of the 
in- 
terior shows that a very gratifying pro- 
ire.ss has 
boon 
m a d e 
in 
all 
of 
the 
bureaus, which m a k e up that complex 
diffictdt d e p a r t m e n t . 
Tlie work in the 
bureau of Indian 
affairs was 
perhaps 
never so largo as now by reason of the 
numerous negotiations which have been 
proceeding with the tribes for a reduc- 
ion of the reservations, with 
tho 
inci- 
dent labor of m a k i n g allotments," 


T h e ))rosidont is of the opinion 
t h a t 
the five Indian tribes should 
beallowed 
one representative each in congres.s, in 
order to give thom an opportunity to 
I>rosent their claims and grievances. 


T h e administration 
of 
the 
pension 
bureau has been characterized 
during 
t h e year bv groat diligence. 
T h e 
issu- 
ing of certificates has been 
pi'oceeding 
at t h e rate of about 30,000 per 
m o n t h , 
about 
75 per 
cent, 
of 
these, 
being 
u n d e r the new law. 
T h e commissioner 
is quite confident that t h e r e will be no 
call this year for a deficiency appropri- 
ation, 
notwithstanding 
t h e 
rapidity 
with which the work is being pushed. 
W h i l e these disbursements to t h e 
dis- 
abled soldiers of t h e 
great 
civil 
war 
are 
largo, 
they 
do 
not 
realize 
the great estimates of those who oppose 
thi.s benificent legislation. 
T h e 
secre- 
tary of the interior 
shows 
with 
great 
fullness the care t h a t is 
t a k e n 
to 
ex- 
clude fraudulent claims, and also 
the 
gratifying 
fact 
that 
the 
persons 
to 
whom 
these 
pensions 
aro 
going 
are men who rendered, not slight, 
b u t 
substantial war aerrice. 


T h e legislation of congress for the re- 
pression of polygamy has, after years of 
resistence on the part of the Mormons, 
at last brought t h e m to the conclusion 
that resistence is unprofitable and una- 
vailing. T h e power of cbngress over this 
subject should not be s u r r e n d e r e d until 
wo have satisfactory evi<lenco that 
the 
people of the statt^ to bo created 
would 
exorcise tho 
exclusive 
¡lower of 
the 
state over this subject in t h e same way. 
W e cannot afford to ex])eriment 
with 
this 
subject 
for 
wlien 
a 
state 
is 
once 
constitued 
tho 
act 
is 
final 
and 
any 
mistake 
irretriev- 
able. 
No compact in 
tho enabling act 
could, in my opinion, be binding or ef- 
fective.

SENATE ADJOVRXS. 


At tho conclusion of the reading of 
the president's message the senate at 
1:45 p. m. adjourned until tomorrow.
